HEN in doubt or other embarrass- 
ment give Faust.“ Was a motto 
„for many years inscribed upon the 
banner of the Metropolitan com- 
pany for those who could read it. 
While assuring the public that it is strange to 
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only the four subscription performances of the 
work and whose ideas of repertory do not sug- 
gest the Metropolitan opera as we have known 
it, there would seem to be no reason to de- 
cry it as a heraldic device for an opera com- 
‘pany. Gounod’s tuneful work hds not yet lost 
its hold upon the affections of the music lovers 
as the size. and. disposition of last nigurs Au- 
dience abundantly proved. 

The singers of the Chicago company already 
have proved their merits in the Gounod music. 
The performance added to the laurels already 
gained by Mr. Dalmores and Miss Grenville, 
and offered opvortunities for Mr. Huberdeau 
and Mme.

Situation Was Foreseen.. 
The stand-ctill states are finding them- 
selves in the situation predicted by their 
delegates to the constitutional convention of 
1787, who foretaw that the states having 
large areas would fill up with. people and 
gain mcre and. more representatives in the 
lower branch of congress, while the smaller 
ones, having no spare land, would stand still 


and fird their destinſes entirely in the hands 


of men knowing nothing ‘of their resources, 
their espiraticns, and their ideals. 

There is only one feature of the appor 
tlonment matter which ie apt to precipita 
trouble, and that is the propoesal to reduce 
the representation of the southern stater 
which bave deprived a part of their popula, 
tion of the right of suffrage. Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, North Carolina, South Carolina, and 
other commonwealths below the Mason and 
Dixon line have imposed restrictions upon 
the negroes which make it impossible for 
them to vote at any clection. 

The constitution provides that representa 


twee shall be apport'oned-among the several 


etates acecrding to their respective mem- 
bers, counting the whole number of persons 
in each State. exeluding Indtans not taxed. 


Clause in Constitution.

ma tions for president and vice president. 

The president undoubtedly will oppose any 
attempt to cut down southern representa- 
tion. He has been endeavoring tc wean 
southerners from worsbip of the Democratic 
party.

Some of the shippers, however, Wers la- 
clined te be pessimistic concerning the out- 
come. While confident that they had proved 
their case, they were inclined’ to think that 
the commission would allow the railroads to 
make sudetantial increases in the rates. Some” 
of them even went so far as to charge that 
one member of the commission had shown | 
himself prejudiced in favor ot the roads aad 
to urge that he be requested to withdrew from 
further consideration of the case. Saner 
ecounsela prevailed, however, and nae move 
along this line was made. 

The railroads put om scores of witnesses to 
prove that their operating expenses had in- 
creased tremendously in the last few years, . 
principally on account of the higher cost of 
materials and the advances medein wages to 
their employés.
